VII. Claims 15 and 19, drawn to an anti-idiotype antibody that specifically 
binds with the antibody to SEQ ID NO:2, classified in class 530, subclass 387.2. 

VED. Claims 15 and 19, drawn to an anti-idiotype antibody that specifically 
binds with the antibody to SEQ ID NO: 10, classified in class 530, subclass 387.2. 

IX. Claim 16, drawn to a composition comprising a carrier and the isolated 
polypeptide of SEQ ID NO:2, classified in class 514, subclass 2. 
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X. Claim 16, drawn to a composition comprising a carrier and the isolated 
polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 10, classified in class 514, subclass 2. 

XL Claim 16, drawn to a composition comprising a carrier and an expression 
vector that comprises a nucleic acid molecule encoding the isolated polypeptide of SEQ ID NO:2 
or a recombinant virus that comprises such an expression vector, classified in class 514, subclass 
44.
